The seventh annual Wednesday Evening Festivals of The Cleveland Museum 
of Art are scheduled for July 9, 16, 23, and 30, 1980, and offer free art lectures, 
art workshops, feature films and art films, and a variety of special music 
programs. The Wednesday Evening Festivals are presented by the Museum with the 
support of WCLV, 95.5 FM. 

All of the Wednesday Evening Festival activities are free and open to the 
public and only the art workshops, which have limited enrollments, require advance 
reservations. Workshop instructors request that young children attend with a 
parent, grandparent, or older friend. 

Wednesday Evening Festival programs begin at 5:30 pm and offer diverse 
choices for the Museum visitor, while the Museum's galleries and special exhibitions 
remain open until 10 pm as usual on Wednesday evenings. 

A box-supper, served in the Museum's outdoor garden court, is available 
for $5.00 and requires advance reservations by noon of the Monday preceding the 
Wednesday Evening Festival. Since the holiday weekend begins on Friday, July 4, 
supper reservations for the first supper (July 9) should be made by Thursday, 

July 3.

Music programs this year include Dixieland Jazz, nineteenth- century violin and 
piano music, and a vocal chamber ensemble accompanied by a chamber orchestra. 

A light program of dance is also offered this year.
